Last Line of Austrian De- 
fences on Stripa River 
Pierced 


WIN MAY HAVE FAR 
REACHING EFFECT 


Efforts of Invaders to Reach 
Dvinsk Are 
Repulsed 


By Bulletin Leased [Wire. 
PETROGRAD, Oct. 18—A striking 
victory has been won by the Russians 
on the south front in Bastern Galicia. 
They have pierced the last line of 
Austrian defenses on the Stripa river 
and stormed one of the strongest 
points on the Austro-German right 


flank. 

This achievement of the Russians, 
following their successes reported 
yesterday on the Dvinsk front repre- 


sented a continuation of the recent 
strong offensive movement. The 
position they 


the east of the village of Giavoranka 


stormed was a hill to 
on the right bank of the Stripa, 13 


miles north of Buchach, 

This fortification was constructed\| 
scientifically and was of great 
strength. From this base, the Aus- 


trians had prepared to strike at the 
Russian left flank extending toward 
Pinsk, The Russidn successes around 
Kolki and Chartoriesk, however, en- 
abled them to obtain a footing on the 
left bank of the Styr, which seriously 
menaced their opponents, 
Prevented Entrenching. 

Having thus completely secured the | 
Rovno district and the road leading | 
into Volhynia and the marsh region, 
the Russians occupied strong posi- 
tions along the rivers Olychka, Styr 
and Ikwa. They prevented the Aus- 
trians and Germans from entrenech- 
ing, as they seemed disposed to do, 
and warded off a blow aimed at the 
Russian right wing. By careful re- 
connaissances the Russians preparéd 
a counter offensive. Reaching a line 
of entanglements and sentrenechments } 
they drove out the Teutonic forces 
from their positions, seized a consid- 
erable number of prisoners and wid- 
ened the breach sufficiently to enable 
cavalry to engage in energetic pur- 
suit. The cavalry seized the supply 
trains and thraw the Teutonic rear 
into confusion. Between 2,000 and 
3,000 prisoners were captured by the 
Russians. 

The war office estimates that up- 
wards of three divisions of the Aus- 
trians were disorganized. It charact- 
erizes the success as a tactical, strate- 
gical and political victory, assefting 
it will compel General Von Linsingen 
to re-coup his forces on the whole 
front which will affect operations in 
the entire south eastern district. | 

Great Importance Attached, | 

Greatest importance is attached | 
here to the political significance -f 
the Russian accomplishments in Bas- 
tern Galicia, inasmuch as large Aus- 
tro-German forces had been conecen- 
trated om, the Galician front, appar- 
ently to impress Roumania, Simul- 
taneously with this movement the 
Russians are developing their opera- 
tions around Dyinsk. Some time ago 
the Germans were within artillery 
range of the city, but they have now 
been driven back a distance of ten 
miles om, the northwestern and south- | 
western fronts, At Lautzeshei, north- 
west of Novo Alexandrovsk, Russian 
artillery dispersed the Germans. | 
North of the immediate Dvinsk dis- 
trict, the ‘Russians drove back the 
Germans a distance of three miles, 

Efforts of the invaders to reach 
Dvinsk along the highway from Novo 
Alexandrovsk have cost them enor- 
mous losses and caused them to turn 
to the roads leading in from the 
northwest where there are open 
spaces three miles or so in width be- 
tween the lakes forming the gateway 
in the direction of the city. Foresee- 
ing a serious menace at this point, tn

A violent bombardment pro- 
eeedeq the infantry attacks, which 
were renewed from time to time and 
desperately carried out. The Ger- 
mans succeeded in penetrating some 
of the trenches which had been bad- 
ly shattered by the shells, but accord- 
ing to the French official statement 
issued tonignt, were, repulsed every- 
where else with heavy losses.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 14—The of- 
ficial communication issued last night 
reported that all attacks on the 
Dvinsk region were repulsed, It con- 
tinues: 

“In Galicia, in the Stripa region 
west of Trembowla, our troops, de- 
veloping their success, seized the vil- 
lage of Vasniouvtchit. The stubborn 
‘ugagement here, as well as in, the 
region of Gaivoronka, captured yes- 
terday, continues with the same tin- 
tensity. Part of our cavalry sortied 
rom Gaivoronka withovt being per- 
ceived, deployed rapidly along the 
front and threw themselves on horse- 
back on the enemy’s lines with self 
sacrificing courage, The cavalry 
crossed three lines of the entrenched 
enemy, putting him to the sabre., Af- 
ter some irregular firing the enemy 
took flight. Our cavalry also per- 
formed brilliant feats near the  vil- 
lages of Krzivoluka, Bazar and Kos- 
zylovze, in the region southwest of 
Czortkow.”

OTTAWA, Oct, 13-—-A score or so 
representatives of the meat packing 
industry in all parts of Canada were 
in conference today with Hon, Bur- 
rell. John Bright, the livestock com- 
missioner, and the markets branch of 
the department of agriculture in con 
nection with the negotiations now un- 
der way to sell the whole Canadian 
exportable surplus of canned and 
dressed meats to the war office for 
urmy and navy use. The war office 
nas already undertaken to purchase 
at fixed prices large quantities of can- 
med meats through the department of 
agriculture, an dhas intimated that 
if a Canadian tender for dressed beef 
is low enough, large orders will be 
placed through the department of ag- 
riculture for all kinds of chilled 
meats, 

The department of agriculture is 
now endeavoring, through the co-op- | 
eration with the Canadian packers to | 
secure a fayorable and permanent | 
foothold in the British market, and y 
to develop a direct trade instead of 
the present indirect one via the Unit- 
ed States.
